‘ nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. Yo choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 

3. To choose a Delegate or Delegates to the Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

4. To see what sums of money the town will yote to 
raise and appropriate for repairs of its highways and 
bridges. 

5. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for permanent improvements of its 
highways under Chapter 35, Laws of 1905. 

6. By petition to see what action the ‘Town will take 
relative to building, buying or providing a suitable build- 
ing room or place for the permanent use of the public 
town library and make appropriation therefor. 

7. ‘To see what action the town will take relative to 
building or providing a building for its snow rolls and 
make appropriation therefor.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
Highway Department Statement. 


Relating to State Aid for Highways in Town of 
Salisbury, N. H. 


Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, ‘towns are 
required to raise one-fourth of one per cent of their valu- - 
ation for the maintenance of roads provided however 
that no town is required to raise an amount exceeding 
$50 per mile of road. ‘The valuation of the towns for 1911 
and the actual mileage of roads in each town cannot be 
definitely stated at this date, hence the amounts opposite 
A and C below are approximate only. Subject to the 
above statement the following amounts relate to the 
above named town. 


A. Amount required to be raised under the 

law of 1889, one-fourth of one per cent, $676 85 
B. Additional amount if town applies for 

state aid, 135 00 
C. Total minimum amount required to be 

raised for highway purposes if town ap- 

plies for state aid, 811 85 


If no application for state aid is made in 1911 the town 
is required under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, 
to set apart and expend for permanent improvement the 
sum of $270.00. 

If the town does apply for state aid under the above 
mentioned law of 1905, a joint fund for the town is 
formed, the items of which are as follows: 


Set apart by town under Section 3, $270. 00 
Set apart by town under Section 4, 135 00 
Apportioned by state under Section 5, 243 00 
Total joint fund raised in 1911, 648 00 
Amount used in 1911, 52 00 


Total available fund, $596 00
